UR Advices from Paris take notice, that 


feveral Attempts have been made at the 

Court of'Spain, to prevail on them to 

defer the Don Carlian Expedition for a 

Year or two; but the Oueen would not 
fo much as hear any Reafons on that Suvje&: The 
‘People in France fEein concerned at it, and appear 
forry that Means fhould not be found out to fet a- 
fide fome Articles of this Treaty affoon as made, be- 
catife it Wobld find Work for the Flatterers of cer- 
tain Minifters. Inthe mean-time, if we may cre- 
dit our Advices from Holland, the Dutch will not 
fend any Troops upon this Expedition, alledging 
that i€ will be neceffary for them to keep all their 
Fortes to puard their own Frontiers in cafe of a 
War; for they doubt where the Power ofa certain 
Nation may diftharge itfelf. 

London, Fune6. "Tis now thovghtin good Ear- 
nieft that we fhall fhortly have a War in Italy ; the 
Officers who are to go hence are ordéred to get 
thiemfolves in Readinefs, and foch as do not incline, 
their Pofts will be fipplied by Half pay Officers; 
the Commiffioners of the Vidtualli 1g-office have re- 
ceived Orders furthwith to vitual the Tranfports 
for the Expedition. 

We hear the great South Sea Ship lately buile, 
which now lies at Woolwich, will not be fent as 
yet to the South Seas: But whether it is becaufe the 
Spaniards make any ObjeGtion to her Meafurement, 
or that they will not grant her a Schedovla till Don

Rome, May 20. The Reafon why the K. of Spain 
gave the Bxclufion to Cardinal Imperiali, is this = 
Uponthe Acceflion of Philip V. tothe Crown of 
Spain, the Courts of France and Spain were very 
folicitous with Pope Clement XI. to acknowledge? 
him as King of Spain ;. which on the other hand 
was as carneftly oppofed by the Court of Vienna. 
The Pope, not to draw the Anger of either Party* 
on himfelf alone, fummaned a Congregation of the 
Cardinals, and_made every one give his Vote in 
Writing; and by fome Means the Courts of France: 
and Spain obtained an'Account how every one had 
voted, whereby it appeared that Imperia]i was not 
in Philip’s Intereft, who therefore now, in Refent- 
ment, excludes him the Pontifical Chair.. On the 
other hand, the Imperial Faction, haye excluded: 
Cardinal Corfini, who had of Jate the,moft favour= 
able Votes of any: Sothat hehas paid his Compli-- 
ments to thofe that,voted for him, defiring they 
wold Jet him enjoy quietly in futuro, that Tran- 
quillity God had blefled him with during an excee= 
ding long Life.
